Ret Classification of Sea Island 
and Amcrican-Egyptian Cotton 


A number of inquiries have been received by this Division regard- 
ing the treatment, under the farm program, of Sea Island and American- 
Egyptian cotton of the 1946 cron.

Under the 1940 Agricultual Conservation Program cotton produced 
from a certified pure strain of Sea Island or fAmerican-Egyptian cotton 
is considered a general soil-cenletins crop in areas designated by the 
Agricurtural Adjustment Administration as areas in which the production 
of such cotton is an established business and in which ginning facili- 
ties designed for the ginning of long staple cotton are readily accessi- 
ble to producers. in areas not so designated if the cotton produced on 
a& particular acreage is classified, after ginning, by a federally- 
licensee cotton classified as Bavinie a staple of l- -1/2 inches or more 

in lonzth such cotton shall be considered a general soil-depleting crop. 
Land planted to all other kinds of cotton will be considered as planted 
to cotton the staple of which is less than 1-1/2 inches in length and 
the acreage devoted thereto will be charged against the cotton acreage 
allotment determined for the farm. 


Although the resvlaticns pertaining to cotton marketing quotas 
for the 1940-1941 marketing year have not been issued, it is contem- 
plated that when suc’: regulations are issued the provisions of the 
regulations for 101g steeple cotton will be substantially in accord with 
the provisions or the 1940 Agricultural Conservation Program, In that 
event, marketing cards will probably be issued according to the follow- 
ing plan. The county committee, in areas designated by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, may issue a white marketing card with respect 
to farms on which a Somiriad pure strain of Sea Island or American- 
Egyotian cotton is produced, provided that (1) the sum of the acreages 
on the farm planted in 1940 to all other kinds of cotton is not in excess 
of the cotton acreage allotment determined for the farm, (2) the producer 
is likely to use facilities specifically designed for ginning such Sea 
Island or American-Egyptian cotton, and (3) no producer on the farm has 
carry-over penalty cotton, In areas not so designated or in any case 
where the producer is not likely to use facilities designed specifically

for ginning Sea Island or American-Egyptian cotton, red marketing cards 
will be issued if the sum of the acreages on the farm planted in 1940 to 
ali kinds of cotton, including a certified pure strain of Seca Island or 
American-Egyptian cotton, is in excess of the cotton acrcage allotment 
determined for the farm or if any producer on the farm has carry-over 
penalty cotton. On such a farm any cotton marketed in excess of the 
quota will be subject to the penalty unless it is established by a 
certificate from a federally-licensed classifier to the effect that such 
cotton has a staple of 1-1/2 inches or more in length,

The funds for paying the registered mail fees in connection 
with the mailing of marketing quota review committee determinations 
to farmers may be furnished by the association treasurer out of his 
personal funds, or may be obtained by making claim therefor in ad- 
vance for the estimated amount to be incurred against the administra- 
tive expense funds approved in the budget of the county committee, 


In case the registered mail fees are paid out of the personal 
funds of the association treasurer, a claim for reimbursement should 
be made by him on Form ACP-9, Revised, in accordance with paragraph 
3(c), Part C of section I of SR County Association Procedure 101, 
Revised. If the amount of these fees will not be large, this method 
would anpear to be desirable since it conforms to the established 
procedure for supplying the association with postsge. Where payment 
for registered mail fees is paid out of the personal funds of the 
association treasurer and he is reimbursed out of the administrative 
expense funds in accordance with the established procedure, the post 
office receipts shall be filed with the county office copy of the 
form ACP=11 containing the receipt from the association treasurer 
for the funds paid to him under his claim for expenses in connection 
with the registered mail fees, 


If the amount of the registered mail fees in any month will 
be large, a claim for the estimated amount to be incurred may be 
stated in the administrative expense voucher for the preceding month, 
In stating a claim in advance for this purpose, the item should be 
listed on Form ACP-9, Revised, as in the case of other miscellaneous 
items, with the following exceptions: 


(1) In the column headed "Name of Individual or Firm", 
enter the name, title, and address of the postmaster 
to whom the registered mail fees will be paid. 


(2) In the column headed "Nature of Service or Kind or 
Material", enter the words "Estimated Post Office 
Registration Fees for Mailing Marketing Quota Re- 
view Committee Determinations",

(3) Make no entry in the columns: headed "Quantity" and 
"Price per Unit", ie 


When an advance claim is so stated, no receipt or bill will 
accompany the statement of administrative expenses to substantiate 
the item; however, a receipt must be obtained from the postmaster 
on Form ACP~11 when the registered mail fees are actually paid. 

The postmaster's receipt for fees paid from funds so advanced shall 
be obtained on Forms ACP=11 filed with subsequent vouchers and the 
official post office registcred mail receipts must be filed with 
the county office copy:.of the Form ACP-11 containing the receipt 


from the postmaster,

Re: Regulations governing the examination of record 

of the Department of Agriculture or the giving 

of testinony with reference to the contents thero- 
or.” 


Section 22, Title 5, of the United States Codo (HR. S. Sec, 
161) authorizes the hoad of cach exceutive dopartnont of the Govern- 
ment to prescribe regulations for the govornment of his departnent. 
This section of the code reads as follows: 


"Dopartnental regulations. The head of cach deopart- 
nent is authorizcod to prescribe regulations, not in- 
consistont with law, for the governnont of his 
department, the conduct of its officers and clorks, 
the distribution and peorfornance of its business, and 
tho custody, usc, and preservation of the records, 
papers, and proporty appertaining to it." 


Section 8 (bv) of the Soil Conservation and Donestic llotnont 
Act, os anended, authorized tho Secretary of Agriculture, among other 
things, to issue reguletions by providing, in portinent part, as fol- 
isan’ : 


we * * Tho Socretary shall make such regulations as 
are necessary relating to the solection and oxercise 
of the functions of the respective committces, and 
to the administration, through such committces, of 
such prozrams." 


Section 1533 of the Regulations of the Department of Agri- 
culture relates to examining and/or obtaining copies of or testi- 
mony concerning official records. This section of the regulations 
was amended by an order of the Sccretary of Agricjlture dated 
December 20, 1939. The addcd portion of this section, which relates 
particularly to the records of the Agricultural Nagustinont Adminis- 
tration, the Foderal Crop Insurance Corporation, and the Sugor Divi- 
sion, roads as follows: 


"The remainder of this Rezulation is issued pursuant 
to authority vestcd in the Secretary, and especially 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 161 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States (United States 
Code, Title 5,°Section 22) -and the sevéral statutes 
authorizing the activitics of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, the Federal Crop Insurance Cor- 
poration, and the Sugar Division of the Department, 
and includes and supersedes Goneral Office Order No. 
52, issued by the Administrator, Agricultural Adjust- 
mont duiatenenaattons Spridel&. 1935, and Gonecral ee 
Office Order No. 52, Amended, 1ssuod December 26, 1935, — 
with respect to the records (Caxcopt drafts not innate. 
acted upon and oxcept records of the kind designated 

by the head of the agency as records which in the 
public interest shall, for. the period fixed by him, 

be used or examined only by the Department) of or in 
the custody of the Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, and is intended also to define more particu- 
larly the general policy of the Department with respect 
.to all records, wherover located, of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, the Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation, and the Sugar Division. 


"Such records of the above-named agencies and of the 
county agricultural conservation associntions, the pre- 
vious county production control associations, and. the 
State, county, community, and other local committees 
heretofore or hereafter utilized in administering the 
programs under tho suporvision of such agencies are 

the property of the Government of the United States 
entrusted to the custody of the respective agencies 

of the Department of Agriculture and, therefore, no 
court or administrative body in the absence of 
authority granted by or under Federal statute has 
authority to compel the production of such records 

or giving of testimony respecting the same. Inas- 
much as the inspection or cxamination of, the fur- 
nishing of information concerning, or the production 

of such records; or the giving of testimony concern- 
ing the same; in court or clsewhere, causes additional 
expense and loss of time to ‘the Government and its 
agencies having charge of them, unless otherwise 
provided in or pursuant to Federal statute such records 
will not be open to inspection or examination, informa- 
tion or téstinony as to their contents will not be fur- 
nished and they will not ba produced in court or 
administrative procecdings, except in the following 
cases and then only on condition that no order pur— 
porting to be a subpocna or other compulsory RPORgSe 

be issued or allowed to stand:

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"Ca) to or for producers who were or are, or 
wore or Are entitled to. be , Signatories to or partics 
beneficiary under. acreage or production adjustment | 
contracts or applications therefor pursuant to ‘the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act (1933) or crop insurance 
contracts, work sheets, applications for any paynent 
or othor bonefit under. any statute, or applications 
for any exemption or benefit ander. the Bankhead Cot- 
ton Control.Act, the Kerr-Smith Tobacco Control Act, 
the Potato Act of 1935, the Agricultural Adjustnent _ 
Act of 1938, or any other statute horotofore or hore- 
after on acto. authorizing agricultural prozrans, pro~ 
vided that in case of production of such records, or 
testinony concerning thon, in court or adninistrative 
proceedings | the prior approval of tho head of the 
agency having responsibility for such records is first 
obtained; 


"(b) to or for persons authorized in the arti- 
cles of association of county agricultural conserva- 
tion associations to have access to the records referred 
to tn such articlos and subject to the limitations therc- 
in; 


“"(c) to or for a department, bureau (of this 
or any other department), independent cstablishnent, 
or other agency, or duly authorized reprosentative 
thereof, of the exccutive branch of the Fodcral 
Government or any momber of Congress, Delegate, 
or Resident Commissioner, upon request to-and 
with the prior approval of the head of the agency 
having responsibility for such records; 


"(a) to or for Stato Governments or agencics 
thereof, upon request to and with tho prior approval 
of the head of the agency having responsibility for 
such records; ey 


"(o) to or for azy other person whe cstab- 
lishes the facts (i) that any right of his may be 
adversely affected unless ho obtains proof of facts 
shown in such records or that he has a pecuniary: — 
interest in the subject-matter of such rocords or 
in any proporty to which they relate, (ii) that 
the administration of. justice roquires proof of the 
facts shown in such records,. and (iii) that such 
“proof cannot be obtained pie sownerc or. otherwise, 
upon request to and with the prior approval of the 
head of the agency having responsibility for such 
records. 
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"Mailing lists or addresses of producers shall not 
be supplicd, or allowed to be compiled, under any 
circumstances except for the use of the county agri- 
cultural conservation committee and the State agri- 
cultural conservation committee and except for the 
use of any agency of the Devartment of Agriculture 
upon requcst to and with the prior approval of the 
head of the agency having responsibility for such 
records. (Soc Rogulation 1536.) 


"The approval provided for in itoms (a), (c), (d), 
and gatke above, and in the sontence immediately preo- 
ceding this sentence may be given genornlly or in 
particular cascs by the administrator of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration, the manager of 
the Federal Crop Insurance Corporation, and the 
chicf of the Sugar Division, or officers designated 
by them, in mattors within their respective juris- 
dictions. 


"The giving of any testimony, the production, 
inspection, or examination of any rocords, or the 
divulging of the contonts thereof by or to any per- 

son or agency in pursuance of this Regulation shall 

hot be permitted to impede or delay the routine work 

of the office concerned. Whenever any such record is 
produced in any court or adninistrative procecding it 
shall renain in the possession of an officer or employee 
of the agency in whose custody it is and shall not be 
physically incorporated in the record of such proceéding, 
and upon the conclusion of his appearance in such pro- 
ceeding it shall be returned to the place from which it 
was taken. 


"The provisions of this Regulation are applicable to 
all records which may now or hereafter belong to or be 
in the custody of any of the above-mentioned agencies 
of the Department or any of the above-mentioned associa~ 
tions or committees, or their successors. Nothing con- 
tained in this Regulation shall be construcd to prevent 
full access to such records being givon to any duly 
authorized representative of the Departnent of Justice, 
the General Accounting Office, the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, or the Sceret Service of the United States, 
promptly upon presentation of his credentials." 


You are informed that thoso regulations have been pronounced 
valid by the Solicitor of the Departmont of Agriculture, and that tho 
United States Dopartmont of Justice has successfully relied upon them

in the few cases the Agricultural Adjustment Administration has had to 
bring to its attention. It is also of interest to know that regula- 
tions made under Section 161 of the Revised Statutes denying accoss 

on the part of private persons to records of Government Departments 
and denying the production thereof in court have been sustained by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 


If any attompt is made to compel the production, without the 
permission which may be given by the Southern Division, of any 
agricultural conservation associntion record or tostimony concerning 
it, in any court or before any administrative body, the text of the re- 
guln tions as shown herein should be brought to the attention of the 
officer benring the summons or subpoena and if he insists thereaftor 
on serving such summons or subpoena the regulations should be brought 
to the attontion of the court or administrative body and request made 
that it postpone action in the matter of the production of tho record 
or testimony until the United States Attorney is afforded an opportunity 
to appear and defond the interosts of the Foderal Government. The cir- 
cumstances should be brought promptly to the attention of the Southern 
Division, and will, if necessary, be forwarded to the Solicitor of the 
Department for handling. If the court or administrative body proposes 
to act within a timc too short to follow the usual course, the county 
office or the State office, ns the case may bo, should bring the 
matter directly to tho attention of the Unitod States Attorney's 
office, if necossary by telegraph or telephone. A copy of this memo- 
randum should be made available to the United Statca Attorney in 
such emergency cases. Howover, in all but an omergency situation, 
the Southern Division should be informed and action should be taken 
only on advice reccived from Washington. 


Care should be taken to inform the court and the persons who 
desire the production of records or testimony concerning their con- 
tents that it is the policy of the Department to cooporate and be of 
assistance in the doing of justice in the courts, but it must appear 
that such action will not be inconsistent with the best interests 
of the Department. 


It is important that the following information be contained 
in any letter or telegram informing this division of any procecdings 
instituted in court in which an officer of a county agricultural 
conservation association, a conmittceman, or an employee is requested 
to produce any records or give testimony with respect to the con- 
tents of any records of a county association: 


(1) The nanes of the partios litigant; 


(2) Tho title and location of the court in which 
the proceedings are instituted;

The interest of the person requesting the records 
or testimony conccorning their contents; 


Tho date upon which the summons or subpoena was 
served upon the county committecman, officer, or 
employce.

1. Qe What constitutes "ahandonment" of a crop by a tenant or share- 
cropper?

or harvest of the crop at his expense or on his account.

tion immediately after the crop damage occurred.

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or legal process be considered to have retained his position a 
a producer on the farm? 


Only if he continues during the remainder of his tenure under 
the lease or operating agrecment to be cngaged in the producti 
and/or harvest of a crop in which he is entitled to share at 
the time of harveste Example: If tenant A on a given farm has 
10 acres of cotton, 7 acres of corn, and 5 acrcs of other crops 
such as hay, ctc.e, but through sale or legal process loses con- 
trol of his cotton crop before the beginning of harvest, he 
will be ecnsidered to have retained his position as a produce 
on the farm if he remains on the farm and produces and/or har- 
vosts the corn or the hay crop or both or obtains someone else 
to carry on such production and/or harvest for his account, 
even though he may physically leave the farm in the latter case. 


Who is entitled to the parity payment when a tenant or share— 
cropper voluntarily abandons a crop, a substantial part of 
which justifies harvest but no part of which is harvested by or 
for him, where the abandonment occurred (2) prior to certifica- 
tion of the application for paymamt by the county committee or

The tenant or sharecropper who cultiveted the crop up to the 
tine of its destruction is entitled to the payments regard~ 
less of whether he remains on or leaves the farm after the 
crop was destroyed and regardless of when it was destroyed. 


Who is entitled to the parity payment when'’a tenant or share- 
cropper, prior to the beginning of harvest, agrees to and 
accepts, as payment for his intcrest in a crop, the cancela- 
tion of his furnish account and payment by the hmndred for 
picking cottcn or some other consideration and et the same 
time voluntarily relinquishes his position as a producer on 
the farm where the change occurs (a) prior to certification 
of the application for payment by the county committce, and 
(b) subsequent to such certific: tion? 


(a) The suecessor—in-interest who assumes the duties and 
obligations of the tenant or sharecropper with respect to 
the crope’ In order to protect the interests of the parties 
concerned, there must be filed in the county office satis- 
factory evidenee sufficient to support a determination by 
the county committee that the transaction was consummated 
with the voluntery approval of both parties and that the 
tenant or sherecropper knew at the time he entered into the 
arrengement that in rclinguishing his position as a pro- 
ducer on the farm he was abandoning in favor of his succes— 
sor-in-interest the right to the parity payment with respect 
to his interest in the crops. A statement signed by the 
person selling the crop and the successor-in-interest, sete 
ting forth precisely and fully the terms of the agreement

The successor-in-interest who assumes the duties and obli- 
gations of the tenant or sharecropper with respect to the 
crope In order to protect the interests of the parties con— 
cerned, there must be filed in the county office satisfactory 
evidence sufficient to support a determination by the county 
committee that the transaction was consummated with the vol- 
untary approval of both parties and that the tenant or share- 
cropper knew at the time he entered into the arrangement that 
in relinquishing his position as a producer on the farm he 
was abandoning in favor of his successor-in—interest the 
right to the conservation payment with respect to his inter- 
est in the crop. A statement signed by the person selling 
the crop and the successor-in-interest, setting forth pre- 
cisely and fully the terms of the agreement and stating 

that no coercion by threat or otherwise was involved, is 
preferable.

The tenant or sharecropper is entitled to share in the payment 
in the same proportion that the amount (pounds, bushels, etc.) 
of his crop harvested by him bears to the total production of 
his producer unit. Example -- applicable to both conservation 
and parity payments: If a 1/2 sharecropper with a 9-acre cot-— 
ton crep loses his interest in the crop by abandonment, sale, 
or legal process and voluntarily relinquishes his position as 
a producer on the farm after 3 bales of cotton have been har-— 
vested, and 2 bales of cotton are subsequently harvested by 
the owner-operator, the following acreage shares would be 
shown for the sharecropper and the owmer—operator: 27 acres 
for the sharecropper (60% of his original acreage share of 


4.5 acres) and 6.3 acres for the owmer—operator. 


Under what circumstances should changes in acreage shares 
from those shown on the performance report be made on the 
parity payment or agricultural conservation application? 


Changes should be made only after clear and convincing proof 
has been submitted to the county cormittee te show that a 
given producer is no longer entitled, under the provisions 

set out herein, to share in the paynent with regard to the 
crop(s) in question. In each case where a change is reported, 
the producer originally shovm on the performance report should 
be advised in writing of the reported chanze and informed 
that he will be given 15 days to present any contrary evidence.
